I qeived an unknown sum of money eo final payment. SUBJECT and his friend, 

Mast, who also was eliminated from the above-mentioned intelligence organ-, 
ization, then started a "rovongo campaign" against the "Amt Blank" and 
its individual members end denounced them to various other intelligence 
agenoie3, to Austrian Police agencies, and to the so called "Amt Gehlen" 
(Office Guillen), a West Gennan intelligence organization, which wae 
allegedly sponsored by tho Americans. U u ring that period, SUBJECT wrote 
letters to Albert telling him that pretty soon he would be in tho "driver ! s 
seat" again because of his connections to tho previously mentioned American 
intelligence personalities. According to rumors. SUBJECT allegedly has 
oontact with e Swiss intelligence agency and also with tire French intalli- 
genoe.

for SUBJECT'S cook and his numerous nows paper articles. Aside from the 
above citori occasions, SUBJECT ns vsr mentions a -Pcr.gor, Verber or Lancer 
again to Albert, with the exception of a letter fron* liOETTL sent to Albert, 
dated 16 January 1953. in which SUBJECT stated that in regard to the Por.ger- 
Verber espionage' case, he knew tho people and that it soomed impossible to 
him that they ware suspected of being Soviet agonts, ns further monticnod 
that if Angorer had any specifio questions to as;: him about Ponger or 
Verber, SUBJECT would gladly be at his disposal, but the:; he would prefer 
that his name r.ot be mentioned, since, ho did not wart to be known o.e an 
acquaintance of these people. SUBJECT finally mentioned that he trusted 
Ponger and Vorber and that he could not believe ferter 053 officers Tore

SUBJECT mado arrangements for the Nibalungen 
Vorlag to pay Lippman fifty schillings per month ond postal expenses for 
mailing the above-mentioned letters from Germany, rfaile Lippman was attend- 
ing sohool in Salzburg, SUBJECT also promised Lippman holp in obtaining 
employment upon his graduation from the C\rnMoroir.l Aoadomy. On 24 Maroh
